A WARNING 
Jan, 30 
Taken in conjunction with the 
views of Mr. Yu Ya-ching, who, 
ona visit to Nanking, is reported 
to have frankly expounded the 
depressed situation in Shangh: 
General Chiang Kvi-shele’s “un- 
equivocal assertion of the Govern- 
ment’s intention to enforce its de- 
clared currency and financial 
policies, is significant. Mr. Yu Ya~ 
ching’s’ concern was, primarily, 
with Shanghai, but the considera 
tions to which he must have drawn 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s attention 
apply in great measure to China as 
a whole and therefore to the Gov- 
‘ernment’s major policies. Dimeult| 
though the situation is, it is by no 
means unsusceptible fo treatment| 
and General Chiang Kai-shek’s ad- 
dress at the weekly memorial 
service at Nanking shows a lively 
appreciation of that point. ‘The 
restoration of public confidence 
lone would assist the trading and 
banking interests in China to make 
an effective assault on the depres 
sion, As Dr. H. H. Kung has recogniz.-| 
ed, it is of urgent importance to| 
take the necessary steps for the at~ 
tainment of that relationship be- 
tween the Government and the 
country. General Chiang Kai-shek 
frankly points out that opponents 
of the Government seck to bring 
charges of corruption and other| 
malpractices against officials. ‘There 
he puts his finger on one of| 
‘the causes of the lack of confidence 
which 30 sorely embarrasses him. 
Very properly he repudiates the 
charges in their general application 
and in so far as they are the pro- 
ducts of mere rumour and gossip. 
Yet he is sufficiently alert to dis- 
cern ground for the issue of a stern 
warning. He, no doubt, feels that 
there is no smoke without fire, He 
therefore declares 
nor will the existence of any e2r-| 
rupt oMeial be tolerated. If any| 
Government official should be guilty 
of speculation, avarice and cor-| 
ruption, the responsiblity” must 
be borne by me in my capacity as 
President of the Executive Yuan, 
‘The Government, he may be taken to 
imply, has the power and the means 
to unearth the guilt of its function- 
aries and it intends to use them, ‘This 
supports the arguments to which 
this journal subscribed last week in, 
outlining the need for a really 
authoritative investigation of certain 
operations on the Bond Market. It 
is satisfactory to know that General 
Chiang Kai-shek means business, 
General Chiang Kai-shek, of 
course, is moved not only by a sense 
of the damage done to China's rep- 
uutation by any lapses from re- 
putable official conduct. He also is 
constrained on practical grounds to 
set the weight of his great authority 
In motion against those who abuse| 
their position to undermine public| 
confidence. Without that confidence 
no Government in the world could 
expect successfully to cope with the 
problems now confronting the Gov- 
crmment of China. At this parti- 
cular moment that consideration is 
peculiarly pertinent. China re- 
quires a public confidence which 
extends beyond. her own borders. 
She has needs which might be satis- 
factorily and profitably met by the 
assistance of forcign capital, Such 
assistance cannot be obtained on 
terms acceptable to sane financial 
administrators unless the employ- 
ment of such capital be free of any, 
but normal commercial risks. This 
does not imply any support of the 
view that the foreign capitalist 
should be given unfettered scope for 
interference with China's. affairs. 
Such a notion has only to be men-| 
tioned to be ridiculed In the light of 
General Chiang Kal-shek’s repudia- 
tion of any intention to submit 
to outside “control or manipulation.” 
It does, however, call attention to| 
the prosale fact that the removal of 
arbitrary restrictions on the opera- 
tions of the industrialist, the stern’ 
discouragement of political influ-| 
ences on plans for the promotion| 














fair trading, are nocessary—indeed 
essential—to the foreign capitalist no 
ess than to the Chinese. Money is, 
so amazingly cheap to-day in other 
countries—for example, the British 
Government recently issued £100 
millions of 1 per cent three-five- 
year Treasury bonds at 98—that 
the opportunity for China would be 
great, given suitable regard for the 
principles so admirably enunciated 
by General Chiang Kai-shek. 

It will be recognized by the Gov- 
ernment that the problem is not. 
solved by the mere threat of puni- 
tive measures, or even by carrying 
them into effect. The success of 
the currency scheme and the other 
measures for the rehabilitation of 
China's credit depends on thorough- 
ness in adopting the principles ac- 
cepted by Dr. Kung—the creation of | 
‘a sound central banking system, 
free from political dominanee, and 
the balancing of the national budget, 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s affirma- 
tion of the Government's intention 
to enforce “our new policy and 
plans” will be welcomed.

luekless and trusting people of, 
various grades of society and 
various ‘nationalities. Many of the 
victims of the failure of the Ameri- 
can-Oriental Finance Corporation, 
which is now shown to have been 
operating in fraudulently spectla~ 
tive adventures, were men and 
women who could ill afford to lose 
even the comparatively small sums 
standing to their credit. ‘The re- 
pereussions of the failure have 
brought tragedy into many a humble 
home in China. Indced whatever 
sentences had been inflicted they 
would have weighed lightly against 
the mischief and sorrow caused 
by the failure. After a long trial 
conducted with exemplary dignity 
and patience, Judge Milton Helmick 
has found the prisoners guilty. ‘The 
despérate eleventh-hour attempt of 
the senior defendant to shake off 
the odium, accumulated during the 
hearing, was suitably treated by the 
Judge, who, completely ignoring it, 

proceeded yesterday to pass ju) 
ment and announce sentence. Nor 
can anyone doubt the justice of the 
decision, Scldom has a prosecu- 
tion, after carefully marshalling) 
the facts of an intricate case wit 
much legal research and intensi- 
fled investigation, met with so.

The sfory is all too common. Many: 
countries have had to deplore the 
evils of cupidity acting on simplicity, 
of unscrupulousness trading on 
ignorance. As this journal pointed 
out when the crash of the Raven 
lconcerns was announced, the disaster | 
might have overcome Utopian or 
Laputan Shanghailander alike. 
‘There is no virtue in nationality 
{in assessing financial probity; there 
fs no vice in nationality in pillory- 
ing commercial dishonesty. Many 
‘irms properly retain legal advisers 
for the conduct of their business 
‘on sound lines. They do not as a 
rule require definitions of honesty. 
{Honesty, apparently, had no abstract| 
significance for the defendants now 
convicted. An array of legal 
opinion was sought to put Honesty 
in the strait waistcoat of legal 
technicality. In such an exiguous| 
garb the virtue evaded the defen- 
dants' ingenuity, ‘They were not 
able profitably to exploit thei 
imagined foresight. ‘The law was 
moved against them, when the 
assiduous labours of the Liquidator 
unravelled the accounts, and the 
inevitable conclusion was reached 
yesterday. It is a sorry tale which 
cannot be glossed over or palliated. 
By astute slage-management the 
enterprises which have come to 
grief were given the appearance of 
respectability. Worthy men and 
women were misled, but, in the 
light of the evidence detailed-during 
‘the four weeks’ trial, they will now 
realize how ill-placed was their 
confidence in the defendants’ busi- 
ness capacity and moral integrity. 

Shanghat is not alone in produc- 
ing this kind of criminal adventure 
from the hectic spaciousness of a 
boom period followed, as such’ 
periods inevitably are, by a catas- 
trophic slump. But Shanghai will 
do well to take the lesson to heart 
‘and inquire whether it has not too 
complacently allowed certain laxi- 
ties in commercial practice and out-| 
look to develop in encouragement, 
‘of this heartless abuse of public 
confidence. The peculiar conditions 
obtaining here have necessarily 
created intricate associations be- 
tween various companies. What are 
known as interlocking directorates 
‘are not of themselves undesirable, 
but unless rigid standards of con- 
‘duct and procedure are applied and 
‘maintained, they may lead to slack- 
ness, (0 misplaced confidence, from 
|whict the deliberate perpetration of 
fraud is liable to develop. In times 
when prosperity is exceptionally 
buoyant and money is made all too 
‘easily, not enough questions 
Jasked, the critical faculties are 
‘atrophied. The ease with which a 
questionable adventure can be given 
‘perfectly sound status of unassail- 
able integrity, because the boom 
facilitates the bridging of dangerous 
‘gulfs, will present an irresistible 
tempiation to the morally weak 
mind. The day comes when the 
boom is no longer operating and 
what would once have been a 
daring tour de force becomes a fatal 
lapse into criminality. ‘This is said 
Jin no mitigation of the offences 
whick yesterday met their deserts. 
Blameworthy though the two de- 
fendants are, considerable responsi 
bility for their misdeeds rests oa the 
‘community as a whole, It should ac- 
cept the obligation to scrutinize 
very closely the methods and or- 
ganization of its commercial enter 
prises, in order to ensure that 
further facilities are not offered for 
such an egregious betrayal. 

















MR. AKIRA ARTYOSHI 
‘ Feb, 3. 
‘Me. Akira Ariyoshi is about to} 
retire from the service which he 
has adorned for 24. years. His Ex- 
cellency is about to leave China, a 
country which.he has diplomatical 
ly known ever since 1898, when, as 
22-year old graduate of the Tokyo 








{fully passing the necessary examina- 
tion, he was appointed to Hankow 
as ‘probationary Consul. Many: 
manifestations of regret at his re~ 
tirement and appreciation of his} 
services to Sino-Japanese friendship 
have been already forthcoming. 
Last night General and Madame Wu} 
Te-chen, with hospitable sincerity, 
enabled’ the retiring Ambassador 
and Madame Ariyoshi to learn 
something of Shanghai's feelings on 
the subject. Shanghai, indeed, has: 
a4 special claim to Mr. Ariyoshi's| 
remembrance. He was Japonese| 
Consul-General here from 1909 to| 
1920. He returned in July 1932 to| 
sueceed Mr. Manoru Shigemitsu as 
Japanese Minister, a post which was 








elevated last year to the dignity of 
‘an Ambassadorship. Thus, as 
Japan's first Ambassador to China, 
Mr. Ariyoshi has set the seal on a 
varied “and highly meritorious 
career. British residents have noted 
with mournful pride that one of his 
ast oMelal appearances here in- 
volved his attendance at the 
Memorial Service for the late King 
George V just as, nearly twenty-six 
‘years earlier, as Consul-General, he 
‘took part in the Service at the same 
Cathedral on the occasion of the 
death of King Edward VII. It is 
not surprising that Mr. Ariyoshi, on 
returning here in 1932, should have 
declared himself to be a true Shang- 
hailander. ‘There are few men who 
have better knowledge of Shanghai's 
problems; there are none who are 
prouder of its international tradi- 
tions. Much weight was therefore 
attached last October to the tribute 
paid by him through these columns 
to the part played by the British 
community in building up the Ine 
ternational Settlement and to the 
value of British co-operation with 
lother nationalities in the administra~ 
tion of the Settlement's affairs. 

But Mr. Arlyoshi's labours have 
‘been primarily concerned with the 
development of Sino-Japanese un- 
derstanding and have thus extended 

far beyond Shanghai, No-one who. 

as talked with him and, particular- 
ly, heard mention of his name on 
Chinese lips can doubt his deep 
affection for the people of this coun- 
tty and his lively solicitude for its 
welfare. Diplomatic officials often 
find themselves embarrassed by the 
volatility of politics and its disturb- 
ing influence on their contacts with 
the Governments to which they 
respectively are accredited. Mr. 
Ariyoshi has found that the Japan- 
ese Ambassador to China is not 
allowed to benefit by any exception 
to this rule. Yet his imperturbable 
friendliness has not been ruffled 
His strong scnse of duty to the 
country which he represents has 
never weakened, albeit he has 
managed to command the con- 
fidence of successive Chinese for- 
eign ministers and the respect of 
the Chinese people generally. In 
recent years events have brought 
‘Sino-Japanese relations into special 
prominence. As the Ambassador of 
‘8 country which claims, with good 
reason, to be the leading Power in 
the Pacific, Mr. Ariyoshi has found 
his responsibilities transcendently 
important. “His technique has hard. 
ly varied: the same quiet, matter-of- 
fact modesty has been brought 
to bear upon the most stubborn 
points of discussion, the same faith 
in the goodwill of the Chinese 
people and in their destiny has been 
‘steadily preserved. Amid turbulent 
‘currents, he has not allowed himself 
to be bustled or dismayed; he+has 
displayed a serene dignity through 
itall. It may be surmised that oven 
those who are disposed to be im=- 
pationt and to chafe at delay will 
recognize the honour done to Japan 
by the old-world courtesy of the 
great gentleman who, ripe in, years 
and experience, has represented her 
‘at Nanking and is now relinquishing 
the task {0 a younger successor, to, 
whom, happily, China isno stronger 
‘and of whom report speaks well 

On returning here in 1932, after 
an absence of twelve years, Mr, 
Ariyoshi found himself confronted 
by a dificult situation, ‘The hostili- 
ties which disturbed the early part 
of the year had been composed, but 
relations between the two nations 
were uneasy and uncertain. With- 
out any flourish of trumpets, but 
relying confidently on his former 
knowledge of local conditions, Mr. 
Ariyoshi, finding a willing ally in 
General Wu Te-chen, set himself to 
restore harmony. This beneficent 
Sino-Japanese co-operation soon 
showed results. To-day, when he is, 
on .the eve of departure, Mr. 
Ariyoshi has the satisfaction of 
knowing that, despite serious com- 
plications, there is a real spi 
concord between the Chinese and 
Japanese in Shanghai, On the 
wider issues, too, Mr. Arivoshi's ine 
fluence has been smoothly exerted 
on the side of reason, Last autumn, 
when charges against the Chinese 
Government had been bandied 
about with more vigour than discre- 
tion, he boldly declared that that 
Government had its own diffculties 
and its position would be respected, 
It is pleasant to notice that that 
attitude has found an echo in the 
recent observations made by Major- 
General Rensule Isogai on his re- 
urn fo Japan after a visit to China, 














although, naturally, the military 
formula does not tally at all points , 
with diplomatic. modes. of  expres- 
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sion. Mr. Arlyoshi has rendered a 
real service to the two countries in 
persistently emphasizing thelr es- 
sential points of contact, thelr 
geographical, cultural, economle and 
political ties, It is hoped that the 
‘traditions which he has so well 
established will be maintained. 
Thereby the interests of all con- 
cerned in Pacific affairs will be best 
served. ‘That is why, in saluting 
‘him on his approaching departure, 
this journal ventures to regard His 
Excellency as a devoted son of 
Japan by reason of his solid con- 
tributions to Sino-Japanese friend- 
ship and to the spirit of interna- 
tional amity in the Far East, ‘To 
him and to Madame Ariyoshi, whose 
charming support of her husband's 
many social activities will be grate- 
fully remembered, everyone in 
China will extend the warmest 
wishes for many happy years of 
well-earned leisure in their own. 
beautiful land, 














APATHY 
Feb. 1. 


Invited to cast his vote at the 
forthcoming annual municipal elec- 
tion, o British ratepayer of the In- 
‘ternational Settlement justifies his 
continuance in a state of apathy by 
ascribing to the British Members of 
the Council apathy in attending to 
the interests of the “small fry” of 
their community. ‘This blunt tu 
quoque cannot be dismissed with 
@ lofty aspersion on its Hlogicality; 
it is too accurate a reflection of the 
mind of many British voters, as the 
small polls in successive elections 
have proved. Although, carried to 
its logical conclusion it might imply. 
‘the voluntary political suicide of 
the community or at Ieast an arid 
form of passive resistance, it un- 
doubtedly expresses a view with 
which the leaders have to reckon, 
The protestant states his case by 
citing specific instances to which it, 
is not necessary to give extravagant 
attention for it is diMeult to believe 
that he is really swayed by his 
water bill or by the spectacle of 
overcrowded buses. ‘Those are 
‘symptoms of the disease, Explana= 
tion of the working of ‘the sliding 
‘scale of charges for water which, 
although necessary, is not the “gift 
of God" but a commodity sold by 
corporations and municipalities the 
world over, would not bring this re- 
luctant voter {o the poll, Nor 
would he weaken in his adamantine 
‘aloofness, if he were made aware of 
the vigilance exercised by the 
Council's departments over the 
operations of the bus service or of 
the steps being taken to experiment 
with the fuel supply for the mitiga- 
tion of the fumes nuisance, He 
must be credited with ‘more 
‘substantial reasons for his readiness 
to allow British interests in the 
/Settlement to run the risk of neglect 
by a default which he evidently re- 
‘commends to the community as a 
whole. It may, therefore, be useful 
to consider what exactly is the 
problem with which the British 
leaders have to contend in en- 
deavouring to obtain better nume= 
vical voting support for their re= 
presentatives on the Council, 

It is not enough to point to the 
anomalies attaching to the whole 
system of the Sotllement's elections. 
Readers of this journal are well 
aware that the removal of those 
anomalies is not yet feasible. ‘The 
task of the organizers of a commun- 
ity's vote is to deal with the system 
as it is. The basic charge against the 
British Members of the Council is 
that they neglect the interests of the 
“small man." Presumably they are 
not accused of failing to attend to 
their duties as Councillors for it is 
common knowledge that the British, 
no less than other nationals on the 
Council, are assiduous in attendance 
at the Council's regular meetings 
‘and also play their part satisfactorily 
in sifting on the numerous commit- 
tees and sub-committees which 
direct the Council's affairs, In fet 
the demands on a Member's time 
are many and heavy and no less 
fan authority than Mr, Justice Feet- 
ham has expressed the view that 
‘the Council is undermanned, The 
remedy of expanding the Council 
‘cannot be adopted without amend- 
ment of the Lend Regulations: In 
other words it is not a practical 
proposal at the moment. The oner- 
ous burden of Membership is it- 
self a reason for the dimculty ex- 
perienced in inducing men to stand 
for the Couneil. ‘Their labours are 
unpaid, and, in the light of the erl- 
ticism levelled against them, it is 
surprising that candidates of” such 
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generally satisfactory calibre can 
be induced to offer themselves. 
‘The accusation that ‘the “sinall 
man" is neglected must, of course, 
be brought against the Councll as 
a whole and not against a single 
national group. Here it may be 
appropriate to remark that the five 
Pritish members do not constitute 
‘a majority, Associated with them 
are four other foreign Members 
(two American and two Japanese) 
and five Chinese Members. Even 
it It were desirable, therefore, the 
British Members could not by the 
sheer weight of numbers carry the 
Council to action in the exclusive 
interest of British ratepayers, whe~ 


ther of the “small” or “large” 
variety. 
‘The “'small man" cannot neces 





sarily be blind to the “large” point 
‘of view. Practical considerations 
alone will make him see that the 
Counell, by paying’ regard to the 
general’ interests of all sections of 
the community, will, in the long 
run, be best serving the “small fry.” 
Much 1s often sald about the 
dominance of “big business” in the 
Settlement’s affairs. Yet, as the pro- 
testant himself recognizes, on “big 
business” depends the welfare of the 
‘smaller individuals who go to make 
up the Settlement’s population. "Big 
business” should not be allowed to 
exploit the community recklessly 
for its own advantage, but unless 
due regard Is paid to the needs of 
“big business” on which the founda~ 
tions of the Settlement rest, the 
Yast case of the ‘small man” is 
worse than the first. To take a 
pertinent example: if on a transport 
eompany demands were made for 
amenities which rendered its opera~ 
tions completely unremunerative, 
that company would go out of 
existence and the public would 
have either to do without the 
facility or to attempt to give it 
through municipal funds with dis~ 
astrous effects on the ratepayers’ 
purse, ‘This does not encourage the 
Idea that bus companies should be 
allowed to overerowd their vehicles 
‘or turn them into smoke-belching 
nuisances, It simply means that the 
Counell has to act with vigilance, 
firmness and discrimination in 
meeting the demands of the ‘small 
man.” ‘This, it will be agreed by 
most reasonable students of muni 
elpal affairs, the Council is doing. 
Yet in endeavouring to obtain wider 
support for its approved candidates 
the British community is right in 
asking that those candidates should 
command general confidence. With 
all allowance for the difficulty in 
obtaining the right man, it is 
possible to hold that the method of 
securing nominations deserves at- 
tention, Many British voters— 
especialy those who modestly de- 
serlbe themselves as ‘small fry" — 
feel that candidates are thrust upon 
them and that there is not suMicient 
effort made {o cast the net of 
nomination wide enough to obtain a 
really represontative selection. In 
very properly working for a more 
impressive British vote in the elec~ 
tions, the community's leaders: 
would do well to consider this 
point, ‘They are handicapped by 
the absence of facilities for the in- 
dividual Member of Council to 
expound his views or render an a 

count of his services, except in the 
perfunctory announcement made 
before nomination. They must, how= 
‘ever, be aware of the existence of 
certain trends of opinfon and they 
would be foolish if they did not act 
fon that knowledge. They cannot 
dismiss as negligible the views of 
the very men for whose votes they 
‘are now asking, Even if those views 
be illogical and il-informed they 
‘cannot be disregarded except at the 
cost of losing voting strength. Tt is, 
fof course, desirable that educative 
effort should be employed to remove 
misapprehensions and prejudices, 
but there Is also the practical device 
of ensuring that every candidate can 
‘command the maximum amount of 
communal support. If in making 
nominations closer attention were 
paid to this point, it is probable that 
a definite reduction in apathy. 
would be ensured. ‘That apathy is 
also discernible even in the leaders 
themselves for criticism of the 
Members of the Council is frequent- 
ly heard from influential British 
voters who apparently cast their 
votes with a cynical disbelief in the 
merits of their chosen candidates. 
‘The Council itself, through its ad- 
ministrative departments, does a 
good deal to keep the public in- 
formed of its activities. It is open 
to doubt whether the individual 
Jeaders are sufficiently vocal in 
educating the community. Tt is true, 






































"ot course, that human infirmity 
boling what tt ls, laziness delights in 
finding moral excuses for. inaction. 
That explains the airy abondon 
with which apparently responsible 
cltizens affect to believe that 
‘Membership of the Council connotes 
many forms of moral and mental 
obliquity. This drag on electoral 
‘enthusiasm should be removed. 
‘Mens conscia recti is a motto which 
‘the much-abused Member of Council 
might adopt and press upon the 
attention of the electorate without 
unduly straining a natural and high- 
ly becoming modesty. 








A DILEMMA 
Jan. 31. 


Mr, Eugene Talmadge, Governor’ 
‘of Georgia, has done his best to 
torpedo the cause of the Democratic 
party in the presidential elections 
which are due to take place this 
year and by leading the revolt of 
Democrats of fourteen States has 
Drought about a situation which 
will give President Roosevelt cause 
for great concern. The action of 
‘Congress over the War Veterans’ 
Bonus Bill when the presidential 
veto was very convincingly over- 
ruled serves to indicate that, in 
addition {0 the various reverses Mr. 
Roosevelt has sustained in the 
courts of the United States, he no 
Tonger has that control over the 
legislature which he undoubtedly. 
possessed at the beginning of his: 
term of office. And now an im- 
posing proportion of Democrats 
have been “bolted” and there is 
‘every indication that the President 
will be very influentially opposed 
within his own party. ‘The cause is 
not diMeult to pereeive. Mr. Roose~ 
velt has spoken of the creation of a 
new social order. ‘That has alarmed 
the more conservative clements of 
the party, struck dismay at one time 
in to the heart of “big business,” 
which even now lingers on In ‘a 
sense of uneasiness and uncertainty, 
‘and brought about a state of affairs 
which those who value unity within 
the party must witness with the 
gravest alarm. His political popula 
rity Is definitely on the wane, 
paradoxically enough when there 
are very clear signs that the United 
States is on the road to prosperity. 
again. It may not yet have pro- 
‘gressed very far, but economic re~ 
ports indicate that the worst is over, 
and given a period of tranquillity 
‘there is no reason why the damage 
done during the depression should 
not eventually be repaired. 

Tt is impossible to regard the 
situation of the President without 
‘a great deal of sympathy. He en- 
tered into office faced with an un- 
precedented stato of affairs. Drastic 
lactign was necessary, and the coura- 
geous manner in which he went to 
work with his New Deal will always: 
Jcommand the admiration of those 
who realize the diMcultics with 
which he was faced. Desperate ills. 
often require desperate remedies, 
and in applying the latter the Pres- 
{dent undoubtedly did depart from. 
the Democratic platform — upon. 
]which he secured his election. Be- 
tween the extremes of his own. 
party he had to pursue a middle 
course. ‘To turn to the Left or the 
Right would have lost him votes, 
and in fact he has been obliged to, 
turn from one side to the other just 
as frequently as the situation de~ 
manded, with the result that his 
followers in Congress have not lat 
terly received the strong lead which. 
‘made them so irresistible in 1933 and 
1934. But such a policy cannot long 
continue. It satisfles no one, and 
in the ultimate event leads to just 
such a revolt as that of the four- 
tcen southern states which Governor | 
‘Talmadge Is leading. How serious 
‘that revolt is may be percelved in 
the resolution which was passed at 
Macon, Ga.: 

We do not regard the occupant of 

the Whito House ag a Demoerat..... 

Me had abandoned his faith in the: 

Constitution and has created a 

bewildering bureauerncy which Is! 

neither sane nor serviceable 
‘That is neither more nor less than 
‘an accusation of political apostasy 
which in the clreumstances. no 
matter how justified he might have 
‘been in his actions, the President 
will find it very difficult to answer. 

‘The dissidents are leaning well 
over towards the old conservatism. 
"They have pledged their faith in the 
[Supreme Court anew: they are def- 
Initely against the New Deal, and 
the platform which they appear to 
have adopted 1s merely a reversion 
to the status quo ante. Mr. Roose- 
velt is placed upon the horns of a 
vory neat dilomma. There is not 























the slightest doubt that the New! 
‘Deal has lost its attraction in the 
‘eyes of the American electorate, 
much of its effectiveness has been. 
destroyed by judicial decision, and 
yet the President cannot abandon it 
entirely without sacrificing the 
votes of the Democratic Left, and 
even if he regained the support of 
the Right he would be no better 
off than he appears to be at the 
present moment, It Is difficult to| 
see any factors which might assist 
‘Mr. Roosevelt in recapturing the 
unanimous loyalty of his Party. 
His personal popularity seems un- 
dimmed, but his expressed dis- 
approval of the limitation imposed 
‘upon government by the Constitu- 
tlon, his desire to clip the powers 
of the Supreme Court by constitu 
tional amendment, and the expendi- 
ture of vast sums of money which 
the nation has yet to pay have con- 
‘tributed to this rebellion which he: 
may find remarkably difficult_to| 
handle. Undoubtedly the Re- 
publicans view the present situation 
‘with unholy glee. They must see in| 
this schism an opportunity to re- 
trieve those fortunes which fell so 
‘badly in 1932, It remains to be 
Jseen whether Mr. Roosevelt can 
find some way of closing the breach. 
‘That may be possible, though ot the 
moment it seems unlikely. If it 
‘cannot be done, then the Democrats. 
will face the clectorate at the end 
of this year in a deplorably weak 
condition unless the Party Conven- 
tion succeeds In finding some other 
candidate more acceptable to its 
supporters as a whole than Pres 
Ident Roosevelt appears to be at! 
this present juncture, 








IN ETHIOPIA 
Jan, 29. 


Both sides claim vietory in the 
battle near Makale. Both sides—the 
Italians with _reservations—admit 
hheavy losses. Whatever may be the 
advance in’ accuracy of modern 
munitions and death-destruction 
implements, it would seem that it is. 
‘not matched by greater fidelity to 
fact in oMcial reports. The fog of 
war is as dense as it has ever been, 
War correspondents, once again, are. 
carefully shepherded away from the 
front line. From the base they 
hhave to while away the time in col- 
lecting Impressions as they may. 
Nor is there reason to argue that 
the single, choked telephone line 
which has given Addis Ababa news: 
of the fighting has been more ex 
pansive than the reticent communi- 
ques of Marshal Bagdolio. When 
the reader has eliminated obviously 
fantastic arithmetic, the task of 
summing up the situation may be 
attempted by noting omissions. 
rather than by marshalling actual 
statements. Tt would seem that the 
Italian High Command has satis 
factorily stemmed a projected of- 
fensive from the Ethiopian side. It 
has also cleared the ground between 
its right-wing resting on Adowa 
‘and its main forces round Makale, 
‘The danger of boing harried in the 
rear by guerrilla bands of Ethiopian 
|warriors is for the moment removed. 
Much, however, depends on the 
significance of the admission that 
heavy losses have been incurred. 
Even if the Ethlopians have been 
heavily defeated, their power of 
resistance does not appear to have 
been broken and no big Italian 
advance is likely to be attempted, 
for the simple reason that recent 
experience has shown the danger 
‘of permitting a mechanized army to 
outpace its road-construction and 
Jconsolidation support. That gives 
the Ethiopians the opportunity to 
fall back on guerrilla operations, the 
[value of which, In restoring morale, 
jeannot be ignored. 

Although, taking the long view. 
the financial factor is desperately 
important to Italy, it cannot be as: 
tal as military success in the field. 
Whatever economic troubles may 
beset Italy, her armies will not lose 
their grip so long as they preserve 
the initiative and, even at heavy. 
cost, ultimately secure their objec- 
tives. There can be little doubt 
that the well equipped Askaris and 
other indigenous troops under 
Italian command are more likely 
to maintain thelr powers of cohesion 
than the loosely-disciplined, ill- 
organized, improvised forces de- 
fending Ethiopia. Whether Signor 
| Mussoliht’s policy be right or wrong 
|is not material to this issue: it 
should not blind the intelligent 
observer to the fact that, on the 
testimony of reliable eye-witnesses, 
these Itallan-trained native soldiers 
‘are not only fine fighters but are

disappointment has not become 
merged in despair. Now it would 
seem that the Italians have actually. 
established an ascendancy, but it is 
by no means clear that they are in 
a position rapidly to exploit that 
advantage. They are probably very. 
much where they were immediately 
after the successful capture of 
‘Adowa and Aksum, although they 
have made some territorial progress. 

‘The days pass. The rainy season 
approaches. The peculiar dificul- 
tles presented by the mountainous. 
country ahead and by the effect of 
altitude on the European element 
In thelr forces, have to be seriously. 
taken into account. No doubt 
Marshal Badoglio will endeavour to 
strike another blow to follow up. 
his victory, but it is open to doubt 
whether he can locate the enemy 
in sufficient strength and, at the 
same time, dispose of all danger to 
his lines of communication to make 
that blow comparable with its pre~ 
decessor. Without venturing on 
prophecy, it may be surmised that 
{ie eampalgn must be bated on nig 
parations for enduring the ralny 
‘season and, s0, deferring conclusive 
‘action until the autumn. In the 
meantime the Italian Government 
has to consider the reaction of this: 
struggle on its own people. Signor 
‘Mussolint commands and retains 
public confidence, to all outward 
‘appearances. He has profited by 
the blunders in Paris and Lon- 
don. ‘The disappearance of Sir 
Samuel Hoare and M. Pierre Laval 
has paradoxically enough done more 
to confirm their foresight than 
strengthen the hands of their critics. 
Indeed it is more than doubtful 
whether Mr. Anthony Eden and M. 
Flandin will be able to press the 
extension’ of sanctions. They may: 
have all their work cut out to pre- 
serve solidarity in maintaining the 
sanctions already imposed. In 
Great Britain there is a resolute, 
desire to avoid war with Italy. This 
fecling was not suppressed by the 
outery over the Hoare-Laval plan. 
Despite the undertaking given by 
the Mediterranean powers, British 
opinion is by no means happy about 
the commitments implied in con- 
tinuance of the League's sanctions 
policy, especially as the practical ef- 
fect of .that limitation on Italy's 
actions is but faintly discernible 
and, perchance, is being rendered 
nugatory by the assistance of non- 
sanction states. ‘The course of 
events in Ethiopia during the next 
few weeks will be watched with in- 
terest. Even more important will 
be the attitude of the members of 
the League many of whom would 
like to see a less rigid tone adopted. 
in giving Signor Mussolini an op- 
portunity of resuming co-operation,

regarding the continuance of the im- 
provement in the economic conditions 
in Great Britain is favourable but 
‘qualified by a cautious "If". Progress 
cannot be maintained at the present 
Fale If “politieal fears, arlifcial barriers 
‘and chaotic exchanges” persist. A 
few days ago British anxiety was 
focussed on the possibility of a coal 
strike. which would at once have 
delivered a heavy blow to the very 
foundations of industrial recovery. 
Fortunately that danger has been 
averted by the good sense of both 
parties, But the major perplexities 
Arise from the international situation 
‘and. its dominance by an almost 
universal fear of war. Early last 
month “The Economist” was inclined 
to be nervous over the weakness of 
France’s financial position and its 
possible effect on the gold bloc 
countries.

'M, Watanabe; Capt. H. Gondo, of the 
‘Manehoukuo' Medical Corps, and 
Lieut. 'T. Kimoto, all Japanese, who 
wore slain by the revolters. 

‘Ten Japanese were killed and ten 
‘wounded In the subsequent cngage-- 
ment between the mutineers and the 
joint, punitive force." Manchoukuo 
Josses “were two killed and two 
‘wounded, with soveral suffering from 
frost-bite, ‘The number of casualties 
‘among the mutineers was not_ given. 

Lieut, R, Nakamura, a Japanese of- 
feor serving with the Manchoukuo 
‘Army, was among those seriously 
wounded, His condition was des 
eribed as critical.

Community Sorrows 
From Our Own Consrosoext 


Hankow Jan, 24, 

‘As in other places, the news of the 
death of King George V was received 
with profound regret, which not only 
was evinced by the British com- 
munity, but by all nationalities, 
Flags were dropped to half mast, and 
general gloom seemed to spread 
over the city as the tidings were 
received, 

‘On Wednesday moming H.MS. 
Beo, flagship of Rear Admiral Crabbe, 
pulled out to midstream, and at 10 
o'eloek began to fire a seventyminute 
gun salute in tribute to his late 
Majesty. “At 1145 am, a large 
gathering of the British community, 
aS Well ax representatives of other 
nationalities, assembled at the Con- 
sulate grounds, where a guard of 
honour from "HM, gunboats was 
drawn up facing the Consulate build- 
ing, while opposite the Girl Guides 
and Boy Scouts from St. Mary's 
School were paraded. At a few 
minutes before noon, Mr. G. 8. Moss, 
HLM, Consul-Generai, (ok his. stand 
{fo the left facing the Cenotaph, and 
in front of the Consulae staff, Mayor 
K. C, Wu and Mr, Quo Tai-tsang 
representing tha Chinese Government, 
On his right Rear Admiral Crabbe

‘The flag on the Consulate mast wos 
then slowly hoisted to the top, and 
immediately H.MS, Bee fired the 
frst gun for the salute to the new 
King. Other ships in port taking 
their time from Bee also joined in 
the salute, ‘The guard of honour was 
then inspected by Rear Admiral 
Crabbe and the consul-general, 
after which they also passed down 
the ranks of the Guides and Scouts, 
thus bringing the ceremony to 0 
close. 

Messages of sympathy were sent by 
the British community to King 
Edward VIII, the United Services 
‘Association 10 HLM. the Queen, and 
‘the Zoro Club to the Duke of Kent, 
‘and most gracious replies were 
received.

CHINESE NEW YEAR 
IN CHUNGKING 


Celebrated by the Entire 
Population 
Frost Oun Own Comsroserer 


Chungking, Jan, 24. 

It is interesting to watch a inodern 
city like this swing back to old 
customs for a few days. Three days 
ago the streets were alive, with motor 
cars, rickshaws, and every other 
kkind of conveyance and the shops. 
were open and active. To-day the 
place Js dead. 

In most parts of China there has 
‘been a decided tendency during re- 
cent years to give up the customs 
connected with the old New Year. 
In some places only a three-day 
Spring Festival holiday is granted. 
It is “quite different in Szechuen, 
‘Schools close for a full month, nc 
banks for five or six days, shops for 
a varying length of time and even 
the hospitals close for four or nve 
days, maintaining only a skeleton 
staff'to care for the ward patients 
‘and emergency cases, 

Merchanis and others have been 
very active during the past few days 
collecting accounts in order to meet 
their own obligations. Every one 
who owed even a few dollars was 
pressed for payment. Extra rood 
‘slufls were purchased and prepared, 
including fuel, rice and salt. And 
‘everyone who’ ever worked for you, 
carried chits, delivered goods or 
came in coniact with you in any 
other way, has been around for his 
‘cumshaw. 





Fire-erackers All Night Long 

Late yesterday afternoon ring. 
of fire-eraekers began and in every 
direction sounds were heard, ‘There 
‘seems to be more of this (o-day than 
last year, and we are led to wonder 
whether ‘there is a gradual turning 
‘back to old things.

SILVER CUP TROPHY 
AS BURIAL URN 


Mr. C.R. Morling, Old China 
Hand, Dies 


London, Jan. 31, 

The beautiful silver cup which he 
won in a famous horse. rave ftom 
Tientsin to Peking was used as an 
urn for the ashes of Mr, Charles 
Robert Morling, a British ‘sportsman, 
after his cremation. 

Mr, Morling died at Lymington, 
Hampshire, at the age of 62, efter @ 
Jong “iliness. 

He went to China at the age of 
20, and was a merchant at ‘Tientsin 
for 30 years, 

‘The race in which Mr. Morling 
won the cup was arranged by the 
Chinese military authorities in’ 1900, 
‘and was run over a course of 90 
miles. Mr, Morling’s time for the 
Journey was 7 hours 80 minutes, 
‘Although he fished second, he was 
awarded a cup similar to that given 
to. the winner, because, thrvugh an

For more than ten days rumour

We now hear that there are only 
the men of the 24th army in Yachow, 
the others having retired.

China. Of a more serious nature was 
the sudden caplure of Gada between 
Taehienlu and Dawo by a company 
of Reds from Drumeh.

Ing quite proud of our Tachienls 
young men who are responding 30 
manfully to tke confidence reposed 
in them by Gen Lee. 

It Is cold work in these fortresses 
away up on the high Tibetan moun- 
tains, but the young men have 2 
sporting spirit and greatly enjoy the 
fun and experience. Among the lads 
‘are many of our old school boys wko 
fare not slow to salute us as we pass. 
‘Should the present serious situation 
pass peacefully, Gen. Lee will leave 
fan asset on the frontier that has to) 
be reckoned with.

Intermittent Mall Service 


‘Mail from the outside has been 
more or less interrupted for a month 
and this is largely due to the Com- 
munists raids on such place on the | 
big road as Yuinehing, Chineht, Fu-! 
ekuang and Neteo. Often Reds come | 
down on one of these markets to dis- 
tress and harass the people, interrupt- 
ing communications. The ‘main road 
info Tachionlu has many rich markets 
well stocked with provisions and to 
supplement their depleted — supplies 
te Reds make these attacks. At 
present very little ean be done to 
slop this guerilla warfare as the two 
Hunnanese generals, Hsleyo and Lee 
Bao-been, are not prepared to extend 
their ling. 
‘Every few days Gen. Lee issues a 
alement as to what progress is be- 
ing made along the fighting front, 
This 1g wise indeed, as it tends to 
keep down false rumours and soothes 
the populace. Tke Reds now are be- 
coming, through shortage of supplies, 
fa very dangerous and daring horde 
‘of men. Gen. Lee is quite prepared, 
however, not to be taken by sur- 
prise. He has built and manned 
around this elty about 100 “diao-bao” 
‘and he makes it His business every 
day and night to see that they are 
yalloned for a long siege. 

Like Lord Kitchener in the great 
war, Gen. Lee is prepared for a 
year's slege. Two months ago he

Strange Interlude 

Just before daylight one morning 
seven shots rang out clear and starp,| 
bringing the populace suddenly from 
thelr beds.

And 
possibly no’ one to this day coulc 
tell what happened. If Gen, Lec 
Knew, no one else did. First,” spies 
had been captured and shot.

Fresh troops are now coming inte. 
‘Tachienta by devious routes reinforce- 
ments have helped to put new 
life into the people and fresh energy 
Into the military camps. We hear 
that further reinforcements are on 
their way here, about 5,000 men. 

The Reds withdrew the siege on 
Yachow and are now concentrating 
fon Yuinckin and Chinchi.

Crushing Defeat 
Some days ago Gon. Hsie Yo, the 
Hunnanese commander of the Gov- 
ernment troops in Yackow inflicted 1 
erushing defeat on the Reds holding. 
Yuinching. Coming on them suddenly 
carnage resulted on the streets of the 
city, the Communists leaving 2,000 
dead_and hundreds wounded, while 
the Government forces lost 700 killed 
and wounded. During the Red 0c- 
cupation of Yuinching the Commun- 
ists had pressed thousands of local 
people into their services, so during 
the battle thousands of these lost 
their lives. This terrible slaughter: 
has been the means of opening up 
Tachienlu once again to the outside 
world. The Reds Fad cut across from 
Baohsing, and Tienchuen and had 
oceupled’ Yuinching, Chinchi, and 
Manyuen on the big road into Ta- 
chienlu, Li Chi-hsiang eame up from 
Kiating and blocked thelr excape 
along the Tung River; Gen. Lee Bao- 
been closed in on the’ west; and Gen.

POLITICAL PARTIES IN JAPAN 


Will the Army Dominate February Elections?.People 
Not Interested in Privilege of Voting 


Front Our Own Conmsroxoexr 


Tokyo, Jan, 2. 

‘The attention of the entire nation 
is focussed on the general elections| 
which will be held on February 20 
almost to the exclusion of all other 
‘matters. Although there was a gen- 
eral election as recently as in 1932, 
tremendous significance. is atlached 
to the fartheoming election, inasmuck: 
ag It will decide matters of transcend-| 
ent Importance, including the ques- 
tion of whether the nation Is behind 
the Army and Navy as solidly as: 
most people presume or wants party 
polities back in the saddle. 

Another characteristic of the forth 
coming election is expected, at least 
by the Government, to be the absence 
of graft and dishonesty, something’ 
which no. general election in this 
country has ever been without. For| 
seme time now the Government has: 
been making a lot of noise about its 
honest election campaign, going 10 
the extent of having school children 
fly kites bearing “honest election” 
posters, and having tke motion ple 
ture producers and exhibitors. start| 
and end each plelure with the fash- 
ing of an “honest election” slogan on. 
the, sereen, 

‘There is no doubt, of Premier 
‘Okada’s sincerity in this respect and 
It Is likely that his Government will 
ot emerge with a complete majority 
In the Lower House. In all previous| 
elections the Government party has 
‘always had an unfair advantage over| 
the opposition because it had practic~ 
ally no seruples and even kad police| 
faflicers go out and campalgn for votes| 
Jn, its favour. 

"This Is not likely to be the ease 
with the Okada Government and so 
It is expected that there will be a 
division of influence in the Diet when | 
it reconvenes sometime in April. The 
utmost importance is Ucus attached 
to the extent of the people's ree~ 
‘ogition of what the Government 
‘and the military, have called the: 
emergency period.” This, of course, 
will be one of the campaign slogans| 
af tke Okada Government. Conse 
‘quently unless the candidates of the 
parties supporting the Government! 
re returned it will not require an 
expert to figure out what the people| 
fof Japan think about the emergency | 
period and the need for national 
unity. 

Rogarding the fate of the cabinet: 
two opinions are current. One is 
that {t'will stop out unless it obtains| 
fan absolute ‘majority and. the other 
is that It will endeavour to save its| 
Ife by every possible means, includ-| 
Ing naturally getting Into the good 
races of the minor parties which 
may hold the easting vote. 

"The view Is entertained in some 
quarters that the Okada cabinet has 
‘ready fulfied Its mission and should 
stop out, gracefully. ‘Speculation is 
rife on this point and especially re- 
garding whether tho Emperor wilt 
‘appoint anotker military man should 
Okada be forced out by the people's 
volee. 

"The first item on the Government's 
campaign plank will be the “purifica-| 
tion™ of elections. Socond will come; 
national munity and third will be its 
slogan for “a fair and unbiased 
division of influence and power in 
the political. world.” 

‘The Solyukal, tho main opposition 
party, Is concentrating ils attack. on 
the Government's “national unity” 
slogan, Its plank follows: 

1—Destruction of tke camouflaged 
national cabinet. Feigning national 
unity, the Okada cabinet has violated 
this principle in its every action, Tt 
Is urgent that this deception be ‘un- 
covered and natlon-wide co-operation, 
based on the will ef the people and 
‘on the political parties, should be 
realized. 

2—Eradieation of Faseist.tenden- 
clos. Tt Is clear that conditions in 
Japan do not permit of the growth 
of Fascism, ‘The coming election 
offers an excellent opportunity to 
firm this before the judgment of the 
people. A strong attack should be 
Taunched sgainst Fascist thought and 
Faselst Influence in Japan. 

‘The Kokumin Domel, with only a 
handful of M.P’s but which may 
hold the casting vole in the event 
of the Seiyukal and the  Minsetto 
parties both falling to oblain a ma- 
Jority, is naturally adopting a walt 
fand-séo policy. Tt points ‘out, that 
there are no sharply drawn issues 
such as tke increasing of army divi-| 
slong or the increasing or reduction 
fof taxes, so there Js no reason why 
It should take sides. 

‘The Showakal, the newest of the 
political parties, was formed by 
former, Selyukai men who | were 
‘ousted by the party when they joined, 
the Okada eabinel. ‘This group will 
‘uphold national unity and will urge 
the people to back Mr. Takahashi's 
(Finance Minister) fnaneial policy. 

‘The Minselto, which is the nearest 
approach to a Government party in 
Japan at present, will batile the 
Selyukai at every turn, but mainly 
will take the defensive. 


























Its 10-point plank includes such 
‘questions as the reform and strength 
ening of political parties, the foster~ 
Ing. of a spirit. of international 2- 
existence and co-prosperity, the es'-| 
ablishment of economieal ' national 
defence plans and the prevention of| 
2 naval armament race. 

Among the minor items on the 
programme are the encouragement of 
civil aviation enterprises, the popul-

H. M. SUPREME COURT 
A. C. Davis v. J. A. Thompson 


Judgment was given on a claim 
for $9,303.44 brought by Mr. A. 





Judge AG. Mossob, in H.M, Supreme 


Court, on Monday, Jan. 27, Mr. 3. 
MeNeltt was counsel for the plaintiff, 
land the defendant appeared in person. 

‘Mr. McNeill said the claim was on 
a. promissory note made out to 
plaintitt by defendant, and an ac- 
fount had also been “prepared by 
defendant and made out to plaintits. 
He nsked for judgment with costs, 
‘including interest, 

‘Questioned by the judge, defendant 
‘sald that the figures in the statement | 
‘of claim were correct in regard 10 
the first item, but incorrect in regard 
to the second, 

‘in evidence, defendant stated that, 
in tho latter’ part of 1994, plainuff 
‘and he undertook negotiations with 
regard to a business called the 
International Stadium, Ltd. Ap- 
proximately on November 17, 1031, 
Mr. Davis signed a slip of paper to 
the effect that he agreed to share 
all expenses and profits of the con- 
corn, Defendant asked for a copy, 
but plaintitt locked the slip of paper 
in his desk, After the signing of 
the agreement, negotiations were 
continued with’ regard to the com- 
pany, and defendant had in Court 
documents made out during the next 
five ‘months, in whieh plaintitt 
acinowledged in various ways that 
he was Hable for half the costs of 
the negotiations, 

‘With regard to the promissory 
note, defendant sald this money was 
Used’ partially in the negotiations 
with ‘regard to. the International 
Stadium.” What  plaintif’s action 
amounted to was that he was trying 
to avold payment of his share of th 
costs, and he was claiming @ sum 
which was not part of the profits 
‘of the concern," ‘The promissory 
‘notes claimed for were signed after 
the agreement with plaintif€ had bea 
drawn up, Nogoliations with regard 
fo the Stadium were started about 
August, 1934, and plaintiff came to 
‘see him about November of the same 
year, If the concern had been 
‘uccessful, plaintiff would have made 
from seven to eight thousand dollacs, 

‘The Judge sald the action Involved 
another amount besides that claimed 
for, and there seemed 10 be some 
ground for n defence. 

‘Mr. MeNeill agreed to reduce 1's 
claim according to the figures put 
forward by defendant, and the 
‘was therefore altered, Defendant 
stated that the amount of his coun 
claim was $1,812.72, He admittx 
owing plaintité the first item on the 
‘statement of claim, and also the 
Balance between the two. elalm: 
amounting to $1,042.72. 

His Lordship entered judgment for 
the plaintiff in the sum of $3,202.44, 
with interest at 8 por cent. from the 
date of the writ to the day of judy- 
ment, Pinintife was granted costs, 
but the judge directed a stay of 
exceution as to the sum set out ia 
the counter-claim until further 
‘orders, and until the counter-clalm 
had been disposed of, Tt was, b> 
sald, for tho defendant to get his 
‘counter-elaim drave up.

fan alleged breach of contract. Mr. 
K. E, Newmen appeared for the| 
plaintin, and Mr, MB, Brown for 
the defendant. The original cont 
was made between Mr. 1. D, Bon- 
ham, the former proprietor of the| 
factory, and Mr, Velnermen, whereby 
the Intior was made the sole distri- 
butor in China of the factory's pro- 

Examined by counsel, _ plaintitt 
denied that defendant had ever des-| 
eribed the ssid agreement as oppres- 
sive and unreasonable, and as Impos- 
jing unnzcessary restrictions upon the| 
defendant, which charge was made 
in the stalement of defence. Ho could 
not have sold any more macaroni 
during the period between the time| 
when defendant took over the fae- 
tory'and the breach of the contract! 
than he actually did. ‘The two pack- 
ages of macaroni produced in Court} 
were made by the defendant in 
reach of his contract for the Union 



































‘Trading Company. Plaintiff stated 
that he bought these packages about 
3 month ago, and this was the type 
‘of macaroni’ manufactured hy de- 
fendant up to the time of the breach 
of contract. 

Cross-examined, plaintiff sald that, 
previous to defendant taking aver the 
factory, he had not discussed the 
‘amount of macaroni to be accepted 
by him from defendant, nor had he 
discussed the price to be bald for 
the goods, Plaintiff had to accept the 
whole output of the factory, bul he 
could take any quantity at any time,| 
Defendant did not tell him at the 
‘end of August that he had from 14,000 
to 15,000 Ib. of macaroni in the fac~ 
tory, and he made every effort to 
dispose of the stocks of which he 
took delivery. 

During August and the first part] 
‘of September last year, defendan’ 
Several times asked him’ for monev. 
Ue offered defendant $400 in Augus', 
but he refused, and said he would 
take $2,000 or’ nothing. Defendant 
had. several times stated that he 
wished to cancel the agreement, and 
previous to the breach of contract he 
refused to sell plaintift any more 
macaroni, Plaintiff had ordered 14,- 
965 1b. of macaront from defendant 
up to the time of the breach of con-| 

tract, and of this 2.000 Tb. had not 
been’ pald for. 

‘Opening the case for the defence, 
Mi, Brown said that, under a true 
‘onstruction of the agreement, plain- 
Um was obliged to take delivery of 
the macaroni up to 10,000 1b. a month, 
‘nd it was also definitely agreed that 
$2,000 should be paid to defendant 
‘at the beginning of each month, De- 
fendant would explain how plaintift 
‘entirely failed to carry out his part! 
ff the contract over a period of 1% 
months and that repeated applications 
for money were made by defendant, 
which were met with promises to 
pay. In September, defendant was 
ina desperate nancial state, and th 
‘had. 6,000 Ib. of macaroni which he 
could not dispose of except to plain- 
Uff, who would not accept it Defendant 
took legal advice, and told plaintit 
that he was going to sell forthwith, 
but plaintiff did not intervene. Coun-|

"You have taken the selling agency, 
‘and given it to someone else, and 
you are selling a great deal loss 
Macaroni," declared Mr. Newman. 
Defendant replied that he was now 
‘Selling a great deal more macaron. 
Questioned as to the evidence of a 
previous witness, Mr. Ivanov, who 
stated that defendant had told him he 
did not want to continue the business, 
‘and that if plaintiff did not soon 
Take his stocks he would break the 
‘agreement, defendant denied that this 
was what'he sald. He did not say 
that he would break the agreement. 
‘but that he would sell his cargo. 

Examined by counsel, defendant 
said that he did not receive any ordors 
from plaintiff to stop manufacturing, 
although plalntift knew of the stocks 
that were in the factory at the end of 
August. He did not sce that he had 
made use of plaintif's selling or- 
ganization by his action, as had been 
Alleged. After he stopped selling to 
plaintiff on September 18, he was still 
repored to supply macaroni, although 
hhe was not approached by plaintiff in 
that connection, 

‘Summing up, Mr. Brown said that 
hig contention waa that the agreement 
was not clear as it stood, as it did 
nol attempt to confine plaints 
obligation. ‘The word “entitled,” 
mentioned in connection with plaint- 
Hs part in the agreement, played an 
Important part in the case, as, no 
‘obligation could be inferred by it, Tt 
‘Seemed. to confer an option upan 
plaintif. “The word “entitle” did not 
Sulllelently define the rights of the 
‘parties. Under tho agreement, the 
































defendant gave plaintiff the right to 
sell all his cargo, and plaintiq’s 
Joption in taking the goods prevented 
jdefendant from selling them  elce- 
where, “With due respect to his 
client it was obvious that he was not 
‘a good business man, and he be- 
Heved what he was told. No doubt 
he relied more on the spoken word 
than on the written word. He con- 
tended that. dofendant was foreed to 
fake the action he did as a result of 
the plaintif’s failure under the 
‘agreement. In breaking the agree- 
ment, defendant acted perfectly 
openly, and he was not actuated by 
‘any motives of gain. 

In his summing up, Mr. Nowman 
Jsaid that when two parties entered 
into an agreement, it showed a desire 
by each to work together, and they 
were bound to treat each olher with 
|the utmost good faith, ‘There was an 
implied condition in ‘the agreement 
that plaintiff should sell as much of 
the macaront as possible. He agreed 
to work as hard as he could for 
defendant, and ho did so for three 
months. He contended that the agree- 
ment was perfectly clearly laid out 
fon tho face of it. ‘This was a new 
Dusiness, and there must be a certain 
amount ‘of give and take from both 
sides. He contended that defendant 
hhad aggravated his damages by selling 
ata lower price than plaintif’ after 
‘the breach of the agreement, and by 
advertisement. 

‘The case was adjourned for judg- 
ment. 





J. J. Collaco v. Cyril Clark 

‘Through failing to furnish particu 
lars of the place and date of his 
birth to the Court previous to. the 
hearing of the case, a young man 
named Cyril Clark was unable to put 
forward his minority as a defence 
in an action heard before Judge P. 
Grant Jones in H.M. Supreme Court 
on ‘Thursday. The action was for the 
costs of taking out a writ against 
defendant, these amounting to $8.50, 
| the plainiift in the ease being Mr. 
J. 3. Collaco, On the defendant 
@eclaring himself to be a minor. 
His Lordship said that he could not 
be sued, but he later decided to hear 
the evidence. 

‘The writ was for the return of a 
‘gun borrowed from plaintiff on Dec 
‘ember 8, and was taken out on Jan- 
vary 16," the gun being returned the 
same day. Defendant's excuse for 
not returning the gun before was that 
he Tent it to a friend, with whom he 
could not get into touch afterwards, 
His Lordship declared that defendant 
had no right to lend the gun to a 
third party. Amongst the | special 
defences that could be brought for~ 
ward was that of Infancy, but since 
defendant had falled to register parti- 
culars of the place and date of his 
birth, the question of infancy did not 
come into this ease. His Lordship 
made an order for $8.50. 


Sthai Portland Cement v. Wu 


Judgment was delivered by Judge 
P.Grant Jones in H.M. Supreme Court, 
fon ‘Thursday on a garnishee sum~ 
mons brought by tke Shanghai Port- 
Tand Cement Works, Lid, for the 
fattachment of a debt alleged to be 
due and owing from the Shanghai 
Land Investment Company Lid, to 
Wu Kuo-liang, proprietor of a ‘arm. 
of general contractors in Chengtu. 
Road. 

Mr. R. F.C, Master appeared for 
the Shangtai Land Investment Com: 
pany, and submitted that these pro- 
Eeedings wore misconceived, and that 
the articles of the Order-in-Council 
had not been complied with, as_ no 
‘certificate, required under Article 208, 
ad been supplied. In his submissio 
the Court could only entertain this 
application, if at all, upon the pro- 
duction of’ such a cérlifcate by. the 
proper offleer of the. foreign court, 
In addition, he would like to say that 
the Skanghal Land Investment Com- 
pany denied owing any money what 
ever {0 the contractor against whom 
judgment had been obtained. 

Delivering judgment, His Lordship 
}sald:— 

This is an application under Article 
208 of the China Order-in-Couneil 
1925 by a Chinese frm, the Shanghai 
Portland Cement Works Lid, for the 
fatlachment of a debt alleged 10 be 
due and owing from the Stanghai 
‘Land Investment Company Lid. to Wu 
Kuo-liang, proprietor of a firm of 
general contractors In Chengtu Read, 
/Seainst whom judgment in the sum of 
$1,15750 with Interest and costs was. 
recovered by the applicant in the 
| First Special District Court of Shang- 
halon November 2 last. 

‘Tre application is supported by an 
afidavit of the applicant in the terms. 
of Rule 221 of the Rules of Court 
1005 to the effect that the judgment 
Jn question is unsatisfied and that the 
Shanghai Land Investment Company 
Is indebted to the judgment debtor 
and ig within the jurisdiction. A 
sealed. copy of the judgment and a 
‘document. purporting to be a. trans- 
lation thereof are altached to. the 
aidavit. Upon lodgment_of this 
‘AMidavit_a summons under Rule 221

A.OF.C. Officers Sentenced 


Bringing almost to a close what has! 
proved to be one of the most sen- 
Sational trials in a Shangkal court for 
‘many years, Judge Milton J. Helmick 
in the US. Court for China on Satur. 
day, Feb, 1, found Frank Jay Raven 
Jand John Warner Brown gulity of seven 
of sixicon charges of embezzlement, 
fraudulent conversion, false pretences, 
and larceny by trickery which had 
been brought against tkem by the 
US. District Attorney. The two men 
were ordered to appear before the 
court on Monday morning to receive 
their sentences. 

(Of the sixteen charges preferred 
‘against the two men, the following| 
were the seven on which they were 
found guilly by Judge Milton J. 
Helmick: 

Embezzlement of the proceeds of 
raft dated December 16,1033, amount. 
ing 19 "US. $1153, which was given 
them by Mr. L. C. a. Basset for the 
Purpose” of buying ‘stocks. 

‘Obtaining the. sum of U.S. $28,000 
from Mr. Basset by means of” false 
retences. 

‘Obiaining a further sum of US. $10, 
009 from Air. Basset by false pretences. 

Emberzlement of the proceeds of a)

Me. Edward ‘P. Howard. 

Embezzlement of $1:22597 (US. $35), 
bln the proceeds of a draft given them 
by. Mr. ‘Gordon Yates,

‘The case. was finally concluded on 
Friday, and the small court-100% of 
the U.S. Court for China was crowded 
tocapacity on Saturday morning when 
Judgment was delivered. ‘Those who 
filled the court-room expecting some 
thing of ‘a sensational nature were 
disappointed, ag Judge Helmick de- 
livered tis judgment and disposed of 
‘a motion by Mr. Evans within fifteen 
minutes. 

‘With very little preliminary, Judge 
Helmick delivered his judgment:— 

“The Government, with meticulous, 
painstaking, and thorough complete: 
‘ness, fas presented both evidence and 
Jaw’ in support of. the Information, 
From all the evidence, the court Is 
convinced, beyond a reasonable doubt, 
fof the guilt of these defendants, ‘The 
court finds the defendants, Frank Jay 
‘Raven and John Warner Brown, guilty 
in the manner and form as ckarged 
in counts 2, 4, 8, 7, 10, 19, and 19 of 
the Information, 

“The defendants will be remanded 
to the custody of the Marshal of this 
‘court, who will bring them before the 
bar of this court to receive sentence 
‘on next Monday at 10 o'clock a.m." 

"At the conclusion of the judgment, 
Mr," Evans immediately’ rose, and 

















"May it please the court: the de- 
fendant, Frank J. Raven, now moves 
this court In arrest of judgment, on 
the grounds that the court failed to 
‘make findings of fact, in accordance 
‘with the request of the defendants.” 

“The court has decided not to make 
Andings of fact and law, herein 
plied Judge Helmick. “Any moti 
arrest af judgment should be made 
in writing.” 

“You are sentencing me, an, inno- 
‘cent man, to the penitentiary," sald 
Frank J, Raven, his head erect, His 
throat dry with nervousness, ng ho 
faced. the Judge “on Monday and 
endeavoured to show cause why the 
[Court should “not, pass sentence on 
‘him, Without making ‘any’ comment, 
Judge Helmick listened to his brief 
statement, and then ordered him to be 
taken to MeNell's Island to serve a 
kentonce ‘of five years, J. Warner 
Brown, whose virtual collapse towar 
the ond of five days of gruelling eross- 
‘examination wat one of the features 
of the trial, had nothing to say, and 
‘was sontenced {0 two years’ imprison 
ment in the same penitentiary, They 
hhad spent Saturday and Sunday in 
the Ward Road Gaol from where they 
were brought before the court on 
Monday to receive their sentences. 

‘The little eourt-room in the Ame 
ean Consulate proved absolutely in- 
fsuMclent to hold the large crowd, 
‘whieh numbered in Its ranks many 
wo suffered when the three Ravon 
companies closed thelr doors, When 
the doors opened at 8.30 am, a num+ 
ber of people entered and tovk thoir 
‘seats, apparently quite willing to walt 
‘an hour and a half for the kearing 
provided they could secure an advan= 
Togeous position in the court. 

‘As the hour of 10 o'clock approach 
led, the erowd grow bigger and bigner, 
overflowing to the corridor outside.

1,000 Guests Learn of Literature and Art: Addresses 
by Mr. L. Binyon and Prof. Abercrombie 
Frost Oun Own Conkrsroxcere

Gates further back than the literary 
tradition of Greece, I confess thal 
never in my life rave T attended!

In regard to the first speaker this 
afternoon, Mr. Binyon, it would be 
both superflueus and” presumptuous 
for me to Introduce him to a British 
audience but I do wish to tale. this

ing my country’s Indebtedness to him 
for the depth and catholielty of his 
criticism of Chinese art, 

China is, Indeed, fortunate in hav- 
ing in. Ms, Binyon such a uman 
fg" woll as. scholarly intorpreter. of 
the spirit of our arl, and. 1 might 
even say of the soul of the Chinese, 
‘One reason T venture to suggest for 
Mr. Binyon's eminence as an ex: 
positor of Chinese art, especially of 
Chinese painting, is Wat he himself 
Ig go fine a poet, As you know,| 
Chinese painters are poets first and 
they are painters only inthe fulfil 
ment of that intuition. Now T have 
great pleasure in calling upon Mr. 
Laurenee Binyon to speak to you. 


Rather Manuscripts than Books 

Mr. Laurence Binyon, sald in 
parti—Your Excellency, Indies and] 
fentlomen, some years ago Twas! 
told that 'a candidate for a post in 
great public library was asked to 
‘walle an essay on what he considered 
the greatest calamity that had ever 
“pefatien’ mankind. He wrote an 
eloquent essay on’ printing. He did 
not. get the post. Printing was in- 
Vented by the Chinese, but we must 
not blame them allogether for this 
‘world calamity. Europe later found| 
‘out the fatal soerot and it is a tor- 
ritying thought that nearly 16,000 
books have been published in this 
fone country in this one yor, Une 
ortunately, the majority “of books 
published are unreadable In. print: 
Tn manuseript they would be mostly 
Moxibie. 

‘There China is far akead of, us. 
‘Thore they still cultivate, as they 
have cultivated for so many centuries 
the art of handwriting, “Te is, true 
that they have the immense advant-| 
‘age over us of wielding the brush 
Instead of the pen. TL Is Impossibie| 
to put inlo a pon line concentrated 
power of mind and muscle working 
Together that the Chinese can put 
into his brush slroke, any ‘more than, 
a pon can hold the’ volume of ink: 
with whieh he fills his brust. A. 
ust of passion docs not improve or 
handwelting, On the contrary, but 
T-faney passionate feelings might 
nerve the Chinese writer to a sub- 
lime force and capacity of stroke. 
charged from the pulsations of the 
blond, for this is of the essence of 
their’ writing. Tt should bq. n+ 
laboured and liek. 

T am supposed to be saying a few 
words on tke vast subject of Chinese 
art. Well, this art of handwriting 
Is for the Chinese the finest, the 
‘most intimate, the most expressive of 
‘ail the arts. If we contemplate, say, 
the seroll of bamboo in the Exhibl- 
Hon, with ils rich and ragged, blots 
of blackest ink and trailing strokes 
sliver” grey, “the art is the same, 
‘one’s pleasure is the same. At a fury 
ther ‘stage Is the serell, already 
famous, I think, already “known to 
all of you, a hundred wild beasts. 
There the pleasure is more complex. 
The brush has alighted on the page 
with a birdlike swiftness In its 
movements, and in a magical manrer 
whilst tracing its strokes with tat 
Sensitive delicacy of contre! only’ 
possible to great nervous power, has 
also created at the same tne living 
forms of bird and tree and brought 
them quivering to the eye, cr lost| 
them in the mist. 

How 1s it there seems no inter- 
position of time between such a paint 
Ing ag this and ourselves? Tt is. 1 
think, because the Chinese artist's 
aim is concentrated on giving life to 
every movement of his rusk and 
when he succeeds, time becomes 
Irrelevant. “We talke a great deal to- 














day of artists and writers expressing 
their personality in thelr work, as if 
that was the main thing in art. The 
Chinese artist with his brush cer- 
tainly betrays his personality just ns 
character is betrayed In our hand- 
writing, but he does more than. this. 
He seeks to draw down into his work 
the very spirit of life, not his own 
Mfe merely, but the life which 
animales the world, and tt is not only 
in painting that you have this big 
sense of interior life. 

‘The antique bronzes haunt the 
‘memory with thelr shapes as if they 
had captured ‘and "enclosed within 
themselves creatures of unearthly 
power, monsters af a vanished prime- 
val age, and the vases too and the 
bowls. ‘Do not they give the sense 
of having grown into thelr final forin 
from within, rather than of having 
bbeen moulded from the outside? ‘The 
porcelains appeal to three senses at| 
once: To the eye, thelr form and 
colour, to the touch with thelr mar- 
vellous texture, to the ear with the 
delicate sound’ they give out when 
they are struck, and at the same 
time they appeal in seme mysterious 
way to the mind. ‘The finest Chinese 
workers, In whatever art, whatever 
material, scem always related to a 
larger world in which they have 
thelr proper place. Art is not 
fsolated from the rest of life, as it 
fs {00 apt to be with us, turned Into 
mere decoration without us er megn- 
ing. : 


Amalty of Painting and Poetry 


Chinese art docs not conform to} 
the theory fashionable in tke West. 
The Chinese find the closest ainity 
between the art of painting and the 
art of pootry. ‘This’ is no doubt 2 
terribly old-fastioned idea on which 
the lofliest modern scorn has been 
poured, but it Is true of Chinese 
painting and of Chinese poetry which 
proceeds from kindred inspiration. 
‘The heart, as well as the mind, is 
engaged, and in cack there is the 
same pregnant yet light touch, the 
same feeling of the value of empltl- 
ress, of silence, the same invitation 
to the reader's or spectator’s imagin- 
ation, Perhaps our poels can learn 
someihing from the Chinese, 

Tam no Chinese scholar. 1 only 
know poetry through translations and, 
therefore, T crave pardon from Your 
Excellency for venturing to say the 
brlefest words on the subject, 

‘There is a little poem in six lines 
by Tonnyson ealled “The Eagle.” t 
have “no doubt you know it. Ha 
called it a fragment, but it is not a 
fragment. It is quite complete, He 
makes us sce the eagle grasping the 
crag above the wrinkled sea and 
then falling tke a thunderbalt. Why 
ig It labelled a fragment? Simpiy be- 
cause the poet thought, or supposed 
the public ‘would think, it was not 
sufficient motive for a peem and that 
Ht ought to Rave some sort of a 
‘moral allached to it, or in any ease 
alot more words, 

I fancy the Chinese test would 
approve of that poem as it stands. 

‘There is another little English poem 
which ‘sirlkes me as. very Chinese 
as feeling and in method, two Tittle 
stanzas by Shelley, beginning, "A 
widowed bird sat mourning for her 
mate upon a winter bough.” No 
‘moral, nothing underlined, everything 
between the lines, leaving the reader 
to complete it with his own feeling, 
his own imagination. How “many 
English poems would ‘be better by

much, T have said too much. 

Professor Abercrombie then said in 
partz— 

Tam to speak to you for ten 
minutes on a subject which extends 
in unbroken tradition from something 
like 600 B,C. down to the present 
Jday, and I can only do so by suggest- 
Ing’ fo you some of tke means by 
which T myself have felt that T have 
come Into contact 
Chinese literature, and that. Is, of 
course, by means of translations. 

Perhaps no poetry in the world 
could be more diMicult, ag Tun 
Jderstand it, to appreciate than 
Chinese poeiry. It is, in the frst 
place, as’ Mr. Binyon has told you, 
extraordinarily concentrated. It is 
always the highly concentrated es- 
sence of experience, and, s0 to speak, 
{tke aroma of it is the most Important 
thing about it, and this aroma, ob- 
‘viously, is erlremely dificult to 
transfer from one language to an- 
jolher. In Chinese poetry, for ex- 
ample, you have not merely a Jangu- 
‘age which Is, in itselt extremely 
dimieult to translate ca account of 
this peculiar nature of Chinese gram.

Jwhether noun or adjective or verb 
has. to. be derived almost entirely. 
{from the context and you have the 
infinitely delleate suggestions whick 
adhere, rare words in Chines, 23 
‘they do in every language. 

In addition to that you have the 
patlern, the infinitely modulated pat-| 
fern not only of matter and rhyme| 
but a pattern of musical tones as| 
well and then Mr. Binyon has told| 
you ‘how Infinitely important 
Chinese culture caligraphy and fine| 
handwriting are, and it ought not 
fo surprise us, therefore, that the 
mere writing of Chinese poetry may| 
JEave a remarkable contribution to the 
‘whole effect. The characters. them- 
‘elves have suggestive powers to the| 
Chinese mind, as well as the spoken| 
words. 

‘Out of this context It is obviously’ 
exceedingly ‘unlikely that anything 
Ike the whole effect will ever come| 
home. But various attemp!s have| 
been ‘made to bring English minds| 
Into contact with the spirit of Chinese 
poetry, and one of the best known, 
no doubt, is thet very courageous 
effort made by Mr. Arthur Waley to| 
Fender various collections of Chinese| 
poems into English which an Englist:| 
mind will take from jt as it takes 
from other English poetry. I do not 
Know. but, I suppose the effect that 
Mr. Waley's translation makes on us 
Ig the effect of a very finely cadenced 
English free rkythm, but the matter, 
of course, was supplied I. presume, 
at any rate by his original, —the| 
Chinese, and that matter, of course, 
strikes us as we read as sometimes| 
delightfully ironic as an extraordin-| 
ary realistic outlook sometimes on 
practical affairs, sometimes as looking| 
back on the history of Europe, as| 
what looks like an almost miraculous 
‘anileipation of all the feelings and 
sentiments that have been introduced 
by our romantic movement,

History of Chinese Liberature” by 
Prot. H. A. Giles. “As to ils accuracy 
T myself cannot vouch but I under- 
stand it is sound and it is a souree| 
of delightful entertainment and Prof, 
Gites renders a very large selection of 
Chinese poetry of all ages into agree 
ably phrased forms, but it seems to 
me that the only versions in which 
fone can feel that one Is coming| 
lose, not only to tke spirit but tho 
method of Chinese poctry is in the| 
translation by Mrs. Florence Ayscough| 
from the Chinese post Tu Fu who| 
belonged to the Tang period of some- 
thing like 600 B.C. to 900 B.C. He 
was about 700 B.C. I think actually. 
The method which Mrs. Ayscough 
has adopted is by an ingenious system 
lof printing to show just exactly which 
part of the line is conveyed by any 
particular character In Chinese writ- 
ing.

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OLD CHINA DAYS 


By Tunasyitus 


One of the most interesting books 
which has come to hand in recent 
years is “Sca Saga” a compilation of 
the diaries of four generations of 
the King-Hall family, but by far the 
‘most engrossing feature of the bool 
consists of the passages extracted 
from the diary of Admiral Sir 
William King-Hall, K.C.B,, who 
served on the China station in 1856, 
fas flag-captain to Sir Michael Sey- 
‘mour, taking part in the blockade 
‘and subsequent capture of Canton 
and in the capture of the Pelho 
Forts in 1858. He must have been 
somewhat of a curiosity in those 
days, for despite his personal, 
‘achicvements in battle, a great pride 
in his profession, he was unorthodox 
‘enough {o be mildly pacifist in senti- 
ment, and instead of the good old 
die-hard type which the average 
historian of the British in China 
would have everyone believe was 
the only sort of Briton who existed 
in China, King-Hall was definitely 
liberal in his views, and undoubted- 
ly very discontented with the 
manner in which British poliey was 
being carried out in this part of the 
world, 





Disapproval of Lord _Elgin's 
course of action is apparent in much 
that King-Hall wrote, not only be- 
cause of an academic dislike of his 
policy but also because of a personal 
antipathy largely caused by the 
strained relationship between the 
‘Minister and Sir Michael Seymour. 
King-Hall threw himself into the 
fray with ardent partisanship, and 
hs diaries during the period of his 
China service bristle with indigna: 
tion against the Plenipotentiary. On 
fone occasion he wishes that "Lord 
Elgin would come off his stilts and 
walle in his boots.” He wonders on 
another occasion whether “One 
will yet become radical enough to 
ask what is the use of a House of 
Lords. A dozen peers of Lord 
Eigin’s stamp, would cause thous- 
ands of Chattists in the middle 
classes, and eause more to capsize 
his order than he or his peers can 
coneelve, Lord Elgin was sont out 
for Canton, He pooh-poohs it with 
a peculiar aristocratic curl of his 
lip and pug nose. He has sald once 
oF twice “Canton? Canton? I did 
ot come out fur Canton,’ Most 
noble Earl you ‘will find out before 
you leave China that you did, and 
the sooner you realize it the hetier 
for all parties.” He noted that his 
lordship was “a needy man anda 
hungry dog ready for India it he 
could displace a better man, i.e. 
Lord Canning” Again he notes 
that Lord Elgin “has treated the 
merchants with cool disrespect, but 
he will find that they carry ‘shot 
with sufefent range to reach him 
in the House of Lords.” King-Hall 
is naturally projudiced against the 
‘man, largely because of his loyality 
to his own chief, but when atiow- 
ances are made for all this it docs 
seem that Lord Elgin was a “sticcy 
plece of work” who made no real 
‘contribution to the harmony which 
‘was necessary in such a clreum- 
seribed area as the factories at Can- 
ton, 














But King-Hall did not content 
himself with venting his dislike of, 
the Minister in the privacy of his 
diaries, He had the courage of his 
eonvietions and dared openly to. 
show it, He avoided shaking hands 
with the noble Lord, and succeeded 
fon one cecasion in making him 
colour up with mortification, Of 
course he was fairly safe under the 
wing of Sir Michael Seymour, whose 
‘own relations with Elgin were none. 
too good, and it is quite likely that 
with the great measure of authority 
which such men had in those days, 
he was able {0 protect a subordinate 
from the Minister's wrath, though 
no mention of this appears in the 
laries as published. 


King-Hall displays an enormous 
amount of sympathy with the Chin- 
ese over their treatment by the 
British as the following extract 
from the book will show:— 
“william, after 
with Mr.’ Bruce. Lord. Elgin’s 
brother, on September 21, 1857, 
wrote in his Diaries: that bloodshed 
would have been avoided by a firm 
ut pacife attitude on the part of 
‘the British, if at the commencement 





of uperations the eity of Canton had 
been blockaded by water, and an 
Immediate note sent to the Court of 
Pekin, enlisting their help against 
the rebel leader Yeh, 

“In 1857, on October 21, William 
noted that Sir Michael Seymour had 
Just returned on board from an in- 
ferview with Lord Elgin. The 1atter 
had remarked that we had no hope 
of gelling a new ‘Treaty, except at 
the point of the bayonet, and in 
reply to a remark of the Admiral’s| 
4 to the possibility of Yeh’s yleld- 
Ing, he had sald: That is the very 
thing I do not want. William added 
that there was still time for diplo- 
macy to avert. further hostilities, 
and, I sincerely trust that not a shot 
or shell may be fired which will 
aisappoint many  fire-caters, who 
cannot be satisfled unless” great 
destruction of Chinese life takes 
place, 





“After Canton was taken andl Yeh 
captured by the British, he was de- 
graded by Imperial ediet, for not 
Soothing the barbarians, "and an- 
other Commissioner was appointed. 
William wrote in March 1688, that: 
‘This will, I hope, dispel at once all 
Prospects’ of further war. He was 
convinced that, while sterner 
‘measures should be employed in In- 
dividual cases (he complained of the 
atrocities perpetrated on Europeans 
after the capture of Canton while 
tho fags of the two powerful nations 
fly over the City), 








“After the capture of Yeh, the 
British and French Ambassadors, 
supported by the Russian and 
American Ministers, sent a request 
to the Emperor thai he should dis- 
patch 9 plenipotentiary to Shanghai 
{o conclude peace and to meet Lord 
4 a 





"No Chinese ambassador being 
forthcoming,—the Emperor was quite 
indifferent -as to what befell. the 
cities of the coast ling—Lord Elgin 
decided to renew hostilities in the 
north on the Peiho, a river on which 
Pekin atands. 


“William wrote that a tittle more 
patience would have averted this 
‘move. that though the Forts would 
be certainly successfully taken—as 
they were,—they would be as 
certainly re-armed again by the 
Chinese, and thus further wars 
‘would be Inevitable. 

“In April 1858, Sir Michael Sey- 
‘mour sailed from Hongkong. He 
arrived at the Gulf of Pechili, into 
‘whieh the Peiho river falls, on the | 
2th of the month, 

‘The Emperor finally sent_a Com- 
missioner named Tan to Taku, a 
town at the mouth of the river, to 
meat Lord, Eigin, who sept in ‘his 
demands, ‘They were avolded, and 
on May’ Gth, ‘Tan was given an 
ullimatum, Six days elapsed, oring- 
ing no reply from Tan, and on 
‘May 19th, the. Ambassadors handed. 
‘over matiors to the Navy. 

‘On April 24, in describing this 
situation, William wrote: The Rus- 
sian told the Admiral that his 
orders were distinctly not to engage 
in hostilities. ‘Tho American has the 
same views, 50 it comes to this—four 
powers made a demand—the answer 
is unsatisfactory. Two of the 
Powers are against war, but the | 
other two virtually commence a 
serious war with China, with all the

“The trouble is that England Is In 
too settled a slate of safety. ‘Six days 
will show us whether we have a 
Chinese war thro’ blundering or not. 

“It will be unjust, and every 
sacrifice of life the English Ambas- 
‘sador must place to his own account, 
for he leads the French. 

“Captain Osborn—of the Furious, 
came on board, and we had a talk 
‘about the captiire of the Forts. 
‘When I mentioned the advantage of 
giving the Chinese a way of escape, 
he did not agree. and said also that 
he had no wish to make prisoners. 

“Britain was to reap an unpleasant | 
hhaivest of this early sowing. In 
June 1859, British forces were again 
to attack the Petho Forts, only this 
time they suffered a severe defeat 
al the hands of the Chinese. 

“The British losses were heavy: 
many of the wounded were drowned 
as they Jay in the mud round the 
Forts, and three gunboats had to 
‘be abandoned.

For years, the river between Woo-

n December 20 last the unlit buoys 
in the river between the to. points: 
‘were replaced by 12 new gas lighted

vice versa. At the close of the year 
there were 161 lighted aids bewveen 
Woosung and Hankow, of whieh 143 
were light-boats and beacons, wh le 
tke remainder were lighted buoys. 

Recently, the Tungchow Channel 
has been giving considerable rise to 
anxiety as it has gradually. bocome: 
very narrow. But the latest -urvey 
ef the Hydrographic Department cf 
the Ckineso Navy shows that a branch 
‘channel has opened, and that this is 
being marked by the Maritime Cus- 
toms. by three additional buoys. be- 
ginning on February 13. This chan- 
hel, which is above Vine Point, pro- 
vides a wider channel and a 'more 
direct “passage for vessels between 
Plover Point and Tungehow  Light- 
bboat. If it proves stable, it will be- 
come the main channel.

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DEPRESSION ANTIDOTE 


‘Twe Price Leven, A Further Problem 
‘iy National “Planning—By Lt-Col- 
KE" Edgeworth, peo, ate; 
Amat, Allen & Unwin, London, 
te. 

‘A subject in which there is at pres- 
‘ent. much speculation by numerous 
authors and some experimentation by 
national governments, the author, a 
former army engineer, gives us his 
version of how prices’ may be con- 
trolled and society saved from future 
depressions. His syllogistle style be- 
comes somewhat involved and his 
manner of referting to statements in 
his previous two books, “The Indus- 
‘trlal Crists” and “The Trade Balance” 
without restating them In his present 
essay, breaks the line of thought, 

In his discussion he states that the 
problem of price fluctuation must be 
studied from three periods of time: a 
short time over several months, 9 
‘medium perlod over several years. 
and a Jong trend period of 
more ‘than five years. ‘The only 








period jn which price control Is pos- 
Bible and practical is the long trend 
‘The gold standard of the 


period, 
incteenth century “represents 
period of transition from the wi 
‘managed metallic currencies of the 
past to the managed paper currencies 
of the future." ‘The archale system of 
the gold standard had operated by 
the control of credit by the Bank of 
Eneland, for the pound sterling hat 
constituted an International currency 
‘and had by Its control of credit rea- 
ulated ‘trade balnces and through 
the stimulation of fold production 
controlled price levels, Two new 
creditor nations have appenred since 
the World War, France and the Unites 
States, ond they have failed to mal 
thelr ‘policy of forelen Investment 
ire of thelr high pro- 
‘The world to-day faces 
the netivity of trade, 
the trade balance, and the price level 
‘and these cannot be regulated by the 
Control of eredit alone but need dit- 
ferent methods of economic control 
‘The author does not think that the 
countries will give up the use of gol 
tnd silver in thelr currency for some 
time to come. But before they return 
to 9 cold stondard, he feols that they 
should reach an ‘agreement on the 
vital question of -an~ internationa’ 
currency. He suneosts that there be 
1 rationing of newly-mined gold and 
“hat each country should undertake 
not to make purchases of gold in 
the open market nor to accept tran: 
fers of gold trom countries outsld= 
lis own group in excess of its agree? 
allowance.” The sterling group would 
Feadily accept this agreement, and 
the gold bloc would see the ndvant- 
ages of preventing the drain of ol* 
from Europe to America. Tt would 
be an advantage to Ameriea for it 
would allow her to concentrate on 
the problom of controlling her trade 
balance, He predicts that the nationa* 
reserves In the future will consist 
partly of gold and silver and partly 
of forelgn paper similar to the present 
British exchange equalization fund. 
In this estay, although the author 
spends much time In discussing the 
monev situntion, he states that he Ie 
primarily interested in the stabiliza- 
tlon of price, and presents his own 
solution, Price control cannot b= 
cffected throuch the requlation of 
bank eredit, as has been attempted in 
the past, nor by gold parity, but by 
the management of the average rate 
fixed by producers on the basis 
‘of wayes. Wage boards should raise 
wakes gradually about 2 per cent, por 
annum and then pricer should bs 
‘Axed by producers. on the basis of 
‘wages, The wave boards will have 
the tosk of transferring labour from 
declining trades to new trades. To 
‘overcome the reluctance of indivi. 
duals to change thelr trades and 
places of residence, the wage board= 
‘ill refuse fo raise’ the wages in dec- 
ning trades and will raise them 
slightly sbove the average in the new 
trades. ‘The plan will do away with 
conflicts between labour and capital 
which are utually over wages. Over- 
expansion of industry or the eontinu- 
ance of decaying Industries should be 
checked by the refusal of credit by 
the Central Bank. ‘The plan fs an 
interesting one in theory and’ has 
been trled to some extent in the 
United States by the NRA. Tt pre- 
supposes government ‘conirol "of 
economic machinery and the abandon- 
ment of laister faire, Tt isa national 
lan and does not consider its inter- 
national aspects, how competition with 
countries of low wages will be met in 
the world market. “The world has 
ong played with the idea of xing 
prices but as yet no successful plan 
hhas ever been found. If such a plan 
ig found in the future, it must con- 
sider the stabilization’ of prices in 
the world market; it Is an Interna- 
flonal and not a’ national’ problem

Prize-winning works of literature 
invarlably challenge the approval of 
the reviewer. This book is s0 good 
that It is surprising that the author 
had to seek recognition by way of a 
publisher's competition. It would have 
bbeen thought that he could have found 
acceptance for his manuscript purely 
fon its merits, and it he encountered 
‘lscouragement until the ‘competition 
came his way, the fact seems to r 
ect: adversely’ on the intelligence of 
publishers’ readers. His English is © 
eptionally good and he quite simply 
deseribes the life of a Russian artist 
to whom political upheavals were 
merely irrelevant, but at the same 
me devastating, ‘intrusions Into his 
career. In the process, therefore, he 
throws a vivid light on conditions in 
Russia. “He was thirteen years old 
when the Revolution broke out and 
the Tsar's abdication settled the fate 
of the Empire. 

Born of a military family, his 
father was g coloriel In the Ismail- 
ovsky Life Guards Regiment and was 
promoted to the rank of general on 
the Galician front, and his mother 
was the daughter of q Russian banker 
of German origin. It is not likely, 
therefore, that they were favoured 
by the new powers which the Revolu- 
ation brought to the front, and the 
Revolution came upon his family. at 
‘an unfortunate time. The father had 
Feturned from the War wounded in 
‘he leg. and there were other domestic 
troubles. 

‘The former general tried to got 
food allowance by enganing in odd 
‘abs; but even the pluck of this family 
was unable to make headway against 
the growing menace of the political 
catastrophe represented by the Re- 
volution. Sickness overcame the 
mother and the family endured great 
hardships. 

For the children a philosophical 
altitude was easier than for the adults. 
‘When the time came for school the 
son of a Tsarist general had no op- 
portunity of going to the university 
‘and he came to the decision to be- 
come a dancer. Against his parents’ 
wishes he managed to secure train- 
ing under Baron Schicksaal who had 
a famous dancing school which after 
the Revolution managed to get oficial 
recognition. Thenceforward the nar- 
rative gives an account of the author's 
career as a dancer, a career which 
took him serass Russia to far Harbin
